EMPIRE UNION. 
ieRRUA ER TRADE

The idea of an Imperial Customs 
Union is not new, but has taken on 
a new setting under the inspiration 
of Sir Alfred Mond. Speaking at a 
meeting organised by the Empire 
Industries Association, Sir Alfred 
said that the key word of modern 
industry was amalgamation. You 


ia,| find ‘it nationally and international- 


ly. You have the vast economic 
unity. of the United States on the 
one hand, and on the other you 
have what looks Nke becoming the 
economic unity of Europe. From 
that he argued that the British Em- 
pire must be. similarly organised 
lest it be crushed between the mill- 
stones. One need not complain that 
in speaking of ‘the economic unity 
of Europe ‘Sir Alfred is looking 
rather far ahead. For it is a deve- 
lopment from which no country 
would stand to gain more than 
Great Britain. It is not, therefore, 
a reason for driving us to an econo- 
mic union of the Empire. That, of 
course, might: be advocated on its 
own merits. In so far as union 
can be achieved by the trusts and 
cartels to which Sir Alfred refer- 
red, there is nothing now to hinder 
their growth within the Empire if 
the materjals for making them 
exist. In so far ag it depends upon 
inter-Imperial Free Trade with a 
common external tariff, it-‘{1s, one 
would ‘have supposed, entirely im- 
practicable. It is not for us to say 
whether it would be a good or a bad 
thing so long as the Dominions 
make it perfectly: plain that they 
have. no intention whatever of. re- 
linquishing thelr Customs au- 
tonomy, ~ : ;

THE SURTAX. 


PROPOSAL OF 1 THE LABOUR 
, PARTY. 

Mr. Ramsay ‘MacDonald hae: made 
It sufficiently clear that the Labour 


‘party’s proposal for a surtax of, on 


the average, 2s, in the pound on all 
investment incomes over £500 a 
year is to be a cardinal element in 
ita next electoral programme. The 
surtax is the direct successor of the 
capital levy, not merely by the acci- 
dent of time but in intent. .The 
sequence is’ worth following. The 


‘Minority, (Labour) Report of the 


Colwyn Committee’ maintained .a 
year ago a theoretical loyalty to the 
capital levy, whose sole purpose, of 
course; was to redeem a substantial 
part of the National Debt. But the 
‘minority . also realised that this 
horse was no longer a probable 
starter and discussed “alternative” 
ways of achieving the same purpose 
of debt redemption. 
front it’ made this suggestion of a 
surtax on investment income. To 
the criticism that such a tax might 
discourage ‘saving it 
the “taxation of investment incomes 
for the purpose of debt redemption 
seems to us, however, to provide one 
certain . safeguard against undue 
reduction of savings by redistribu- 
tive taxation.” Expenditure fs cur- 
tailed, “but. the debt-holder in prac- 
tically all cases treats money hand- 
ed-over to him in repayment of his 
holding not as income but as 
capital, The whole process, there- 
fore, involves a measure of com- 
pulsory saving, We attach great 
importance to this point.” 
who attach no less importance to it 
will have. been astonished to find 
Mr. MacDonald declaring 


“shall go'in no direction but the 
supply of those large, human, 
national, social services that are 
essential because the individual in- 
comes of the working class are 80. 
low as to be notin themselves suf- 
ficient to afford a décent standard of 
life.” The warning of the Minority 


‘Report as to the possible dangers 


‘if the proceeds of taxation upon 
the rich are increasingly used to 
raise the standard of living of the 
poor” simply does'‘not enter into Mr.

From that It was, perhaps, but.a 
small jump for Mr. MacDonald to

demption does not make a particu- 
larly rousing electoral appeal but 
because it is fairly obvious that if 
the first tw, objects: are to be 
achieved there will, on any probable 
estimate of the yield of the surtax, 
be nothing left over for the third.

able amount of damage had been 
done, and the vessel had been 
gravely imperilled by the amount of 
watery. which had been pumped 
into ‘her, and’ which caused her to 
take a serious list. The second 
case was that of the Belgian 
steamer “Menapier,” which was first 
reported on fire off Dover, and 
which subsequently put into ‘that 
port... At the time of writing no 
further details are available, and it 
is not known how serious this: out- 
break may prove to be, 


These two cases are rather in-|" 


teresting, because they add. one 
more to the list of interests in 
which fire. at sea is apparently a 
serious casualty. From its very 
nature, hay ‘fs hightly inflammable, 
and those who have seen a rick 
burning on shore can fmagine what 


[the consequences must be when a: 


fire occurs in a ship’s hold. Even 
if it is possible to prevent the 
access of air so-as to prevent a 
conflagration, it is to be imagined 
that hay will smoulder for a very 
considerable period, ‘and, more-' 
over, the use of. water as an extin- 
guisher is almost certain to result 
in grave deterforation even if it 
does not render the whole of the 
interest valueless. To the present 
writer hay from British North 


America, especially in a‘ liner, is} - 


a somewhat unusual interest. Pre- 


sumably we in this country are|. 


short of. hay’ fodder os a reault of 
the recent bad summer, and Canada 
may have had a good hay harvest, 
which ‘enables this interest ta’ be 
shipped across the Atlantic on 
economic. terms. . 

“This is a point worth note by 
underwriters, because if theré ‘is 
much ‘hay being:shipped across the 
Atlantic it would be well if they 
were to pay. especial attention to 
the question of the posstbility of 
fire and its consequences. It must 


ybe remembered that any highly 


inflammable cargo, which may re- 
quire large quantities of water for 
extinguishing purposes, is a serious 
danger to other cargo carried in 
the same vessel, if only because an 


{outbreak may result in a serious 


General Average, while it must not 
be overlooked that before now 
vessels and their cargoes have been 
completely’ lost as a.result of fire, 
even jn these days of modern 
steamers and efficient. extinguishing 
apparatus, .

CHRISTIE AND-BEUHM IN‘

He éxplained how he was intro- 
duced to Haynes by the police and 
afterwards taken by Haynes to the 
accused's office at No. 480, Nathan 
Road where the fir-t question 
Chridtte asked him was ‘Zou 
wanchee morph?” 

The witness, by arrangement 
with the police, pretended that, he 
did’ not understand English, and 
his discussion with Christie about 
price was interpreted by a man 
named Kay.

' Miraculous is an overworked ad- 
fective these days, but to music 
that comes from no inatrument and 
ho voice, that’is neither heard over 
the wireless nor the result of. a 
gramophone record it ig surely ap- 
plicable. = - 

‘The quality of the music matters 
little, and those who produced it 
were careful to explain that: they 
were primarily scientists, and not 
leusichee There was no show- 
manship, and no deliberately cul- 
tivated atmosphere of . mystery. 
Prospero’s isle was far distant, but 
not, it seemed, his magic, and one 
did in truth ask, “Where should 
this music be, i’ the air or the 
earth?” i : 


A Professor from Leningrad. 


The music was produced by a 
man in a dinner jacket—Professor 
Theremin, a Russian, from the 
Physikalisch-Technischen Institute, 
Leningrad. His knowledge of Ger- 
man was peculiar, but not ‘exten- 
aive,-and-a-long “vorspiel” was de- 
livered by a German friend. This 
was an explanation of the technical 
basis of this “atherwellen-musik®’ 
and Iwill refer to it later. 

What Professor Theremin did 
was, in short, to make music with 
bis hands, with hands that touched 
nothing that mortal eye could see. 
He plucked, not at a harp, but at 
the air. With his right hand shak- 
ing a non-existent “plectrum," and 
his deft moving slowly up and down 
in pace to regulate the changes 
from “piano” to “forte,” he “play- 
ed” simple melodies—Connais tu 
le pays?” from “Mignon,” Saint- 
Saen'’s “Le Cygne," Shubert's “Ave 
Maria"—with a tone like that of a 
Violin, though rather more rounded 
and hornlike. 

Between each piece he explained 
haltingly, that the rendering might 
not have been technically imper- 
fect, but that it came from the air, 
He was 
oby lousy sincere and truthful; but 

had he been the reverse, the array 
of eminent German _ scient- 
ists and professors, would 

ave discovered any _ charla- 
tanism by the sheer force of 
dome-like foreheads and intent ex- 
pressions of Teutonic intellectual- 
ity to the nth degree. 


Eintsein Present, 


Einstein was there, 
right German word when the lec- 
turer faltered, and applauding—a 
sad-faced man in a dark grey suit.

My knowledge of science simply 
ae not exist, but I found it easy 
to follow the professor’s example, 
and, with no discourteous inten- 
tion, I shook out “Home, sweet 
home” from the air—a most un- 
canny experience. : 


. The Limitations. 


At present the limitations of this 
mystery musle are:—~ 


(1) That only a violin tone is 
produced (though a acarcely ‘suc- 
ecssful attempt was made to extract 
a. human contralto voice) ; 


(2). That only a single note can 
be evolved by the individual, and 
notes in combination—t.e., harmony 
—are not at present —poasible. 
Several individuals, however, could 
remedy this deficiency by “playing” 
simultaneously. es 


Its astounding ‘novelty consists 
in the fact that for the first time in 
history music (other than. vocal 
music) is divorcing itsalf from me- 
chanical means. The air, not an 
Instrument, is played upon, More- 
over, anyone without any technical 
knowledge is xble by this means to 
produce music comparable in Its 
beauty of tone to that which the 
skilled player of an instrument may 
take years to attain, and this not 
by switching on the wireless, put- 
ting on a gramophone record, or 
sitting down’ at a planola, it ig 
indeed a vevojubian.

Influence By By “Avoidable

London, Yeaterday. 

“The Archbishops of Canterbury 
and York, after. two days’ consulta- 
‘tion with the , Bishop at Lambeth 
Palace, have’ issued a statement 
stating that it is impossible with- 
in a few daya of the vote in the 
House of Commons to take ‘a just 
measure of its significance. There- 
tore,_the_. Bishops—adjourned-. til} 
January 11, to have further time for 
thought and prayer. We hope to 
submit the considered proposals of 
the Church Assembly and Convoca- 
tions’ in February, but some word 
of counsel. and reassurance ‘must 
immediately be spoken. We believe 
that the recent decision of: the 
House of Commons was fnfluenced 
by avoidable misunderstandings as 
regards the character of the pro- 
posals. We cannot therefore ‘take 
the responsibility of accepting the 
vote as final. The Bishops accord- 
ingly have resolved to reintroduce 
the measure in the Church Assem- 
bly as soon as‘ possible with only 
such changes as may tend to re- 
move misapprehensions and . make 
clearer and more explicit its inten: 
tions and limitations. We ask that, 
until the deposited book Is fully au- 
thorised by the Church no one avail 
himself of its provisions so as to 
make changes in the accustomed 
order of services. We ask any 
clergy who have adopted the usages 
which it would forbid to ‘diacon- 
tinue ‘them for. the sake of peace 
and unity i the Church.
